BORDEN’S STILL STAYS OUT 





Terms Which Litt Deadlock on City’s 
' Supply Followed Ousting of 
Head of Dairymen’s League. 





After a conference lasting about five 
hours last night between Commissioner 
John J.‘ Dillén and the members of the 
Executiye Committee of the Dairy- 
| men’ s League on one side and nineteen 
| of the milk dealers, including the Shef- 
field Farms-Slawson-Decker Co.,~ the 
R. F. Stevens Co., Mutual-McDermott 
Co. and others, an agreement was 
reached by which milk-is to be released 
to these dealerg at once. 

The milk is expected to reach New 
York by Monday morning. 

The agreement calls for the same 
terms as signed by the small dealers 
|of the city. These are a six-months’ 
contract at the league price of 45 cents 
per hundred pounds, an advance of ap- 
proximately a cent a quart, with the 
proviso that in January, February, and 
March a committee is to inquire into the 
cost of production, distribution, and gen- 
eral market conditions and fix a price 
equitable and fair to both parties. 

All of the big distributers, with the ex- 
j ception of the Borden Company, were 
represented at the conference. It was 
seid, how®ver, that that company also 
would meet the terms of settlement. 

Having settled the differences in their 
‘own organization by overthrowing Presi- 
dent Brill, thespokesmeén for the Dairy 
mefi seemed to bé in a more conciliatory 
mood last night. They admitted that 
many farmers were losing heavily as a 
result of the fight, which had kept more 
than 10,000,000 quarts of milk out of the 
city. A considerable part of this loss 
had failen on the farmers, it was said 
yesterday. 

John J. Dillon, State Commissioaer of 
Foods and Markets, spokesman for the 
league, said last night that its mem- 
bers were anxious te have al) distrib- 
uters deal with them, and that they 
would now be glad to meet the big: dia- 
tributers and discugs the situation with 
them. The Borden Company issued a 
statement in which it said that it didn’t 
oppose the organization of the farmers 


but doubted its legal standing, a matter 
which was now being inveatigated by 
the courts. 

‘* If the league ts a legal corporation, 
there is no legal reason why. we shouid 
not deal with it,’’ the statement read 
lt further said. that-the company .wouild 
welcome an opportunity to deal with a 
farmers’ organization if it was sanc- 
tioned by law 

Despite the deadlock, more small] dis- 
tributers are athe aus the league's 
terms daily, and the supply of milk ‘to 
reach the Mies ts has increased nacre in 
the lasx week. Sixtyrsix per cent. the 
normal supply cf 2,400,000 quarts was 
received yesterday. 

As a'result of’ the trouble the city has 
received 10,980,000 quarts of milk less 
than normal since st, 3, according to 
statistics gathered by Or.

BROKEN BY POLICE’ 


City Calls Mass Meeting of the = 
Strikers to Warn Them That 
Workers Will Be Protected.

Rioting Ends After Worker Who 
Tried to Get Men to Return, 
to Their Jobs Is Slain. 





HOMES SEARCHED FOR ARMS 





Twenty-seven Attempts Made Since 
. Strike Began to Set Fire to 
Standard Oj! Plant. 





Police, authority prevailed over mob 
force in Bayonne, N, J., yesterday, 
though one man who had defied the 
strikers of the Standard Oil Company 
and other plants in the Constable Hook 
section of the city was murdered and 
another was wounded. But the ab- 
sence of opposition when the police re- 
peated their raia of Thursday night, 
searching houses for weapons, and mak- 
ing ten arrests, convinced the city that 
violence Was nearing an end, and Com- 
missioner of Public Safety Henry Wil- 
son arranged at once for a monster 
mass meeting of strikers and others 
whom the closing of plants has forced 
out of work, to be held this morning. 

The meeting will be on what are 
known as ‘The Fiats,”” a big open 
space, in the heart of the strike zone: 
Mr. Wilson will address the men and 
will tell them that the strike has been 
broken, that they may return to work 
if they wish and settle their differences 
with their employers in’an orderly man- 
ner, and. that. they will receive police 
protection. He will warn. the atrikers 
that the raids of Thursday and yester- 
day by the police wil] be repeated daily, 
that _the strike will be kept from vio- 
lence by the severest measures, and 
that they can expect no rest from the 
police unless they elect to return to 
work, or, at least, ta refrain from in- 
terference with others.

we'll keep it broken,” said Mr. Wilson 
last night. “If the men are wine they 
Will aedept the chance I have gained 
for them.”

’ Mr. Wilson immediately communicated 
with Mr. Hennessey, who said he would 
be glad to reopen hig plant if he could 
be assured of police protection.

out which any full mobilization would 
be impossible. The King asserted that 
in view of the probability that the En- 
tente Governments would reply shortly 
to Greece's first tentative proposals 
he did not consider it necessary for the 
new Government to take any steps be- 
fore the receipt of a reply.

BOSTON HEARS U-BOAT, 
IS 200 MILES OFF SHORE 


Steamship Bouc Said to Have. 
Sighted a Submarine—Fleet of 
British Warships Also Seen. 


BOSTON, Oct.:'13.—A submarine of 
unidentified nationality was reported 
about 200 miles east of New York by 
the steamer Bovic in a wireless mes- 
Sage today. The course of the subma- 
rine was not stated. 

The Bovic, which is due to arrive in 
New York tomorrow from Manchester, 
Englarid, reported sighting the submers- 
ible in latitude 40.17 north; longitude 
69:13 west. It was added that the sub- 
marine was “ astern,”” but whether pur- 
suing the Bovic or keeping an inde- 
pendent course was not stated. 

The Bovic is a British freight steam- 
er, owned by the White Star Line, and 
sailed from Manchester on Sept. 30. 
Her commander, who probably made the 
report that a. submarine had been 
sighted; ts Captain Summers. 

A fleet of foreign cruisers and de- 
stroyers also is off the American coast, 
according to Captain Linderoos of the 
Russian steamship Hesperus, which ar- 
rived here today from Huelva, Spain. 
To the pilot _w boarded his vessel 
Captain Lin reported that “a 
lot of cruisers and G@atroyers’’ passed 
his vessel off C Sable on Wednes- 
day, h southwest. At the rate of 
speed, he said, they must be off the 
coast by now. 

Pilots who were in Massachusetts Bay 
yesterday said that three destroyers 
cruised off this coast all day. One 

ilot said be thought they were Brit- 
sh vessels. Another said they were 
American. Ashore it was believed they 
were American destroyers on patrol 


duty.

JOPLIN, Mo., Oct. 13.—Charles E. 
Hughes. carried his campaign through 
the manufacturing and zinc. mining sec- 
tions. of Missouri today, basing his plea 
for votes largely upon an attackeon the 
Adamson bill and the picture be drew, of 
thie conditions, which would confront this 
country after-the close of the European 
war unless the Republican policy of pro- 
tection for American industries was put 
into. effect. He spoke also about the 
protection of American-rights abroad. 
‘Mr. Hughes received many messages 
today congratulating him upon his utter- 
ances in Louisville last night, when he 
said that had he been President he 
would have warned Germany, when the 
threat was made against the Lusitania, 
of a break in relations, and that the 
ship wouid not have been sunk. There 
was much talk about the address also 
at the stops made, and verbal congratu- 
lations were added to the messages. 

Mr. Hughes never failed to get an 
enthusiastic response when he preached 
the doctrine of Americanism and added 
to it the pledge that if elected President 
he would see that American lives, prop- 
erty, and commerce were protected with 
respect to all nations throughout the 
world. 

The campaign today carried Mr. 
Hughes as far as Joplin, and the chief 
speeches were delivered at Spring- 
field and in this city. There was 
a brief address at Monett early this 
evening. At several other stations where 
no stops were made crowds collected to 
cheer the nominee as his train passed 
by. The train was nearly three hours 
behind schedule, and in an effort to 
make up:some of the lost time dashed 
along over, the Southern Railroad and 
Frisco Lines at record speed.

Borah, was the conductor in charge of 
the train while it was passing over the 
Southern Railroad. He went back to 
Mr..

Otto von Schenk, a lawyer of 2 
Broad Street, who was one of eight to 
attend «an all-night conference, with 
| United States Senator William J. ‘Stone 
of Missouri on Sept. 16, méntioned in a 
recent statement by. Victer F’. Ridder of 
the Staats-Zeltung,-at which the attl- 
tude of President Wilson tgward Ger- 
many was under discussion, said last 
night that Senator Stone did not deliver, 
on that occasion, a speech made public 
on Thursday by Henry Abeles of the 
Germania Life Insurance Company. 

“Senator Stone made no such speech 
es Mr. Abeles gave eut,” said Mr, von 
Schenk. ‘ I- mar@eled,.when I read it 
this morning, at the memory some one 
must have possessed to put what Sen- 
ator Stone said in such excellent form. 

“Senator Stone talked, and we inter- 
rupted him constantly with questions, 
which he answered very péinstakingly. 
} My impression was that he was coming 
| as an emissary of the Democratic Ad- 

ministration to ascertain what our griev- 
ances were concerning President Wil- 
son’s attitude and what could be done 
to appease our injured feelings. 

‘“*T was favorably impressed by some 
things he said. I understand he, was to 
have delivered a speech such as the one 
given out at the Arion Club, but the 
Directors thought it was not advisable.”’ 

Joseph M.- Kohlmeier, a hardware mer- 
chant residing at 202 East Fiftieth 
Street, also declared that the speech 


made public by Mr. Abeles had not been 
delivered at the Terrace Garden con- 
ference, which he, too, attended. 

“He merely talked across the table, 
and we constantly broke in with ques- 
tions,’’ said Mr. Kohimeier. ‘I don’t 
think Stone’s talk changed a single vote, 
He did not convince us, and when he 
left he seemed to be a very disappointed 
man.’’

The Episcopal Church cannot fairly 
be accused of responsibility for that 
evil, but its proposed new attitude 
toward divorce and remarriage will, 
if it prevails, be of no service in mit- 
igating or suppressing the evil. It 
will inevitably serve, instead, to 
lessen the authority and usefulness 
of the Church without benefiting s0o- 
ciety. Divorce will continue, remar- 
riages will be as frequent. The 
Church will still further isolate itself 
from the stream of human activities. 
Better keep the rules relating to di- 
vorce as they now are and continue 
te permit the individual clergymen to 
act according to their own conscience 
in the matter of remarriage. 


LABOR AND PROSPERITY. 

National labor organizations are. cir- 
culating a statement that since the 
war began 5,700,000 workers have re- 
cetved wage increases totaling $300,- 
000,000, The census was taken from 
reports tn 138 trade and labor jour- 
nals, but necessarily is incomplete. 
New York accounts for 180 increases, 
New Jersey for 130, many of them in- 
dividually including thousands of 
workers. Probably nothing like this 
was ever before known. To complete 
the picture, it is necessary to quote the 
figures of the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics regarding strikes. 
During the six months to July last, in- 
clusive, there were 1,865 strikes and 
lockouts, against 543 in the same pe- 
riod of 1915. The figures of discontent 
}and unrest are as remarkable as the 
figures of prosperity for wage earners. 

Nowhere is this ‘more conspicuous 
than in this State and New Jersey. The 
Albany Industrial Commission reports 
that the nymber of workers increased 
25 per cent., and the wage disburse- 
ments 40 per cent.. Yet the relations 
between wage earners and wage pay- 
ers have seldom, if ever, been more dis- 
turbed. ‘The strikes have been charac- 
terized by disorder, bad faith between 
workers and employers, and inhuman- 
ity of unions toward nonunionists. 
The employers are as uneasy as their 
help in ‘many cases. Their grievance is 
not that they must pay the higher 
wage, but that money will not secure 
faithful. service. Machinery stands 
idle because the hands insist upon 
shorter hours and fewer days.a week. 
The Federal Reserve agent in the iron 
district reported a few weeks ago: 

Workmen are reducing the week's 

work to four .or five instead of six 
days. Absences are being taken when- 
ever desired, regardless of the effect 
on production. In the face of a higher 
wage and @ shorter day workmen aré 
seemingly content to average the pre- 
vious rate: of wage. 

«A newspaper page would not exhaust 
testimony of this sort. Many financial 
observers are remarking upon the un- 
desirable results of the deluge of gold.

FOR CHIEF JUDGE OF THE COURT 
OF APPEALS. 

Franx.H. Hiscock of Syracuse, Re- 
publican and. Progressive candidate for 
Chief Judge: of the Court of Appeals, 
has served on the bench with marked 
and growing ‘usefulness and distinction 
for more than twenty years. Appoint- 
ed in Janvary, 1896, a Justice of the 
Supreme Court to fill a vacancy, ‘he 
was chosen for. the regular term of 
fourteen years in’ November. In 1910 
lie was'‘renomirdated and re-elected, 
both the great parties supporting him. 
Made a member of the Fourth Appel- 
late Division in 1901, in 1906 he was 
selected as one of the three Supreme 
Court Justices serving as additional 
members of the Court of Appeals. In 
1913 he was. elected a Judge of that 
court, sole survivor of the Republican 
State candidates of that year.

Jewxs, the-Democratic candidate for 
Chief Judge. His service in the Su- 
preme Court began in 1898. It should 
continue at l¢ast until the expiration 
of his present term in 1923.

It 
has been the rule since the existing 
Court of Appeals was established in 
1870 that only an ‘Associate. Judge 
should become Chief Judge. The rule 
is sound.

Under the Constitutions alike 
of the nation and the State every ablé- 
bodied citizen is a member of the mill- 
tia.

The idea of universal service is 
growing. Men are beginning to under- 
stand that every citizen in a democ- 
racy should be able to bear his share 
of the burden of defense. The Slater 
act provides for the wholesome phys- 
ical training of school children and the 
military training of boys and young 
men. It fs a step toward universal 
service, It embodies New York's mes- 
sage to the rest of the nation. Milf- 
tary training should always be in con- 
trol of the Federal Government. That 
is beginning to be understood. But the 
good example. of the passage of the 
Stivers bill and the Slater bill will have 
its effect throughout the country. 

Mr. Seasvuer, we trust, will revise his 
judgment of these acts, which seems to 
have been founded on misunderstand- 
ing. His mistaken denunciation of 
them has awakened no résponse. from 
any source that he can consider {mpor- 
tant. Such praise as he has had for 
his condemnation of measures intend- 
ed to advance the cause.of national de- 
fense has: been df.a sort to give sensi- 
ble citigens a feeling of nausea. —

It was a notable victory that Chan- 
cellor von? BETHMANN HOLLWEG won 
in the Reichstag. How great.it was 
we have no means of knowing; he 
may have escaped defeat narrowly, or 
there may, never have been any doubt 
of his comfortable majority. It is like- 
ly that the latter was the case, and that 
thé Tirpitzes and“ the’ Bassermanns 
represénted only an element that was 
rather loud in voice than strong in 
numbers. -It.is certain, however, that 
they were numerous enough to make 
trouble with the United States an un- 
pleasant possibility. _The Chancellor's 
victory. was so thorough that it was 
BassERMANN himself who reported to 
the Reichstag the squelching of the U- 
boat. controversy, and informed that 
body that the Budget Committee had 
reached that decision by a: vote of 24 
to 4. The Centre, which was claimed 
as a probable ally in the camp that 
wanted the pledge to America re- 
voked, supported the Chancellor, and 
its leader gave what was undoubtedly 
the argument that proved effective in 
the committee: 

As to our relations in America and 
Easterh Asia, they cannot ‘be governed 
by sympathtes or antipathies, but only 
by actual interests. 

The actual interests of Germany will 
not be served by a breaking of the 
May pledge and the renewal of war- 
fare by submarine on the lives of 
Americans. That is the position of 
BETHMANN HOLLWwesa, and ts now the 
position of the Reichstag. He has 
averted—for the present, since the agi- 
tation may at any time be renewed by 
some turn in the war situation—a dan- 
ger to Germany... It is plain now how 
foolish were the reports that Ambassa- 
dor GERARD was coming to the United 
States to warn the Administration of a 
breaking of the May pledge, and equal. 
ly plain what Mr. GrgaRD meant when 
he gaid that he would not have left 
Gérmany, ff it had not been clear to 
him that our relations with that coun- 
try were in no present danger. BETH- 
MANN HOLLWEG’s victory was foreseen. 

The peace talk in the Reichstag de- 
bate merely displayed the German 
longing for peace, and did not get any- 
where. Mr. SCHEIDEMANN’s nonsense 

about famine in the enemy countries 
and about their “imaginary gains” 
was counterbalanced by his frank ad- 
mission that the pig-headed Allies 
could not be made to see that they were 
fighting a losing battle, and that 
“there was nothing to do but fight 
on.” His complaint that: the French 
were not permitted by. the censor ‘to 
know of German attempts to bribe 
France into deserting her comrades by 
@ separate peace betrays that same 
lamentable and characteristic Prussian 
inability to understand the souls of 
non-German men and women that has 
been from the first the cause of war 
and the obstacle to peace.

We would 
not think, for instance, of adding to ar- 
ticles of partnership a long disquisition 
on the value of industry and honesty 
as a basis of commercial success, nor 
would we proclaim that it is wel! for 
Partners to be friendly and Jont among 
themselves, 

That these Chinese did this may show 
merely a love of the moral platitude, or 
it may be interpreted after the fashion 
of those ethnologists who find in the 
statutory: prohibitions of any people the 
crimes and misdemeanors which that 
people are inclined to commit. As it 
happens, however, the reputation all 
over the world of Chinese business. men, 
as.such, for honest dealing and keeping 
their contracts, is more than ‘ordinarily 
high, and who can say that this su- 
periority is not due, at least {n part; to 
their liking to repeating over and over 
the praises of the common -virtues?

It 
appears that there is no coffée obtainable in 
the empire. _ The decoction offered to us was 
distilled from a number of scientifically pre- 
pared compounds the very names of which are 
sufficient to make one sick. The only re- 
minder of the coffee of other times came 
when the bill was presented for payment, 
This was the greatest surprise of all! —In- 
stead of paying @ few pfennigs for the beast- 
ly mixture, we were charged’ considerably 
mere than was asked for the very: best 
coffee before the war, when one was also 
allowed @ discrest quantity of milk and an 
indiscreet amount’ of sugar.

We have not, and will not, oppose the organization 
of milk producers to protect their interests and promote 
their welfare in any lawful manner they may devine, 
and acting through any responsible representatives 
may lawfully select. We have had no opportunity “a 
meet any such condition. We have been advised that the 
League i in cornering a food product has raised a ques- 
tion as to whether i it has any legal right to exist, and that 
question is now the subject of a court inquiry. If the 
‘League is a lawful corporation there is no legal reason 
why we should not deal with it. Aside from that ques- 
tion, however, we have been influenced in our attitude 
by the fact that the. representatives chosen by the 
League have not acted in harmony, and the authority of 
one faction to bind the League is denied by the other fac- 
tion. Furthermore, the acts of violence and the intimi- 
dation of farmers, local: tradesmen and others as prac- 
ticed by some of the agents of the League, are methods 

which are not sanctioned in business. relations, nor are 
they supported by public sentiment. We would welcome 
an opportunity of doing business with 4 farmers’ organi- 
zation acting within the law and represented by fair- 
minded men, who are willing to take into account selling 
conditions so that the whole industry may be placed on. 
a sound and lasting basis. With such an organization 
we would be glad to try the plan of having the monthly 
price to be paid for milk in the various localities or coun- 
ties to be determined by committees representing the ~ 
farmers in the different localities acting with represen- 
tatives of our Plants i in those localities..
